8 . 0 . 386(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 4 of the Inter-State Corporations Act, 
1957 (38 of 1957), sec;ion 12 of the Charitable Endowments 
Act; 1890 (6 of 1890) and the Order of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) No. S.O. 479 (E), dated the 7th July, 1972, issued 
under section 38 of the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 
(53 of 1970). the Central Government, after consulting the 
Governments of the States of Punjab, Haryana and Himachal 
Prade It and the Administrator of the Union Territory of 
Chandigarh, hereby approves with certain modifications, the 
scheme forwarded by the Government of Punjab relating to 
the reconstitution and reorganisation of the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for the State of Punjab, a corpora¬ 
tion constituted under the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 
(6 of 1890) and functioning in the States of Punjab, Haryana, 
the territory forming part of the State of Himachal Pradesh 
by virtue of section 5 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 
(31 of 1966), read with section 3 of the State of Himach d 
Pradesh Act, 1970 (53 of 1970) and the Union Territory of 
Chandigarh; and for the purpose of giving effect to the sche¬ 
me so approved, the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Order, namely :— 

1, Short tiitlc and commencement.—(1) This Order may 
be called the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments), Punjab 
(Reconstitution and Reorganisation) Order, 1980, 

(2) It shall come into force on the first day of July, 1980. 

2, Definitions.—In this Order, unless the context otherwise 
requires.— 

(a) “Act” means the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 
(6 of 1890); 

(b) "appointed day" means) the date of commencement 
of this Order; 

(c) “existing corporation” means the Treasurer of Cha¬ 
ritable Endowments for Punjab constituted under 
the Act and functioning immediately before the 
appointed day in the States of Punjab and Haryana, 
the transferred territory, and the Union territory of 
Chandigarh; 

(d) “Haryana Corporation” means the corporation cons¬ 
tituted in respect of the State of Haryana under 
paragraph 3; 

(e) “Himachal Pradesh Corporation" means the corpo¬ 
ration functioning under the Act immediately before 
the appointed day, being the Treasurer of Chari¬ 
table Endowment for Himachal Pradesh, in respect 
of the territories comprised in the State of Himachal 
Pradesh o her than the transferred territory; 

(f) “Punjab Corporation" means the existing corpora¬ 
tion as reorganised and reconstituted by paragraph 3; 

(g) "Schedule" means a Schedule appended to this 
Order; 

(h) “successor Corporation”, in relation to the existing 
corporation, means the Haryana Corpora ion or the 
Himachal Pradesh Corporation, as the case may be; 

(i) “transferred territory” means the territory forming 
part of the State of Himachal Pradesh by virtue of 
section 5 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 
(31 of 1966). read with section 3 of the State of 
Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 (53 of 1970); 

(j) all other words and expressions used herein and 
not defined in this Order but defined in the Act, 
shall have the meanings assigned to them in the 
Act. 


3. Reorganisation of the existing corporation and constitu¬ 
tion of a new corporation in respect of Haryana and exten¬ 
sion of jurisdiction of Himachal Pradesh Corporation.—As 
from the appointed day, the existing corporation shall cease 
to function in the territories comprised in the State of 
Haryana, the transferred territory and the Union territory 
of Chandigarh, and as from that day,—- 

(a) the existing corporation shall function in respect of 
the State of Punjab by the name "the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for Punjab"; 

(b) there shall be cons.ituled bv the Government of 
the State of Haryana, under the Act, a new corpo¬ 
ration in respect of the State of Haryana by the 
name “the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for 
Haryana”; 

(c) the Himachal Pradesh Corporation nhall function 
also in respect of the transferred territoiy; and 

(d) the treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India 
shall function in respect of the Union territory of 
Chandigarh. 

4. Transfer of charitable endowment properties.— (1) As 
fiom the appointed day, all properties (including all documents 
of title) relating to any chaiitablc endowment vesting in the 
existing corporation shall,— 

(a) where the objee s of the charitable endowment ex¬ 
tend beyond a single State, vest in the Treasurer of 
Charitab'e Endowments for India ; 

Provided that the assets held by the existing corporalion 
in the funds specified in column (2) of Schedule I 
immedia'ely before the date specified against each 
in column (3) thereof, including interest or any other 
income accrued on any securities, depouts or other 
assets in any such fund upto the said date but rea¬ 
lised after that date, shall be divided amon^t the 
Punjab Corporation, the Haryana Corporation, the 
Himachal Pradesh Corporation and the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for India in the ratio speci¬ 
fied against the relevant entry in column (4) of the 
said Schedule; and the shares allocated on such divi¬ 
sion together with the proceeds thereof or any other 
shares, deposits or other securities in which such 
proceeds may have been re-invested or any other 
income from the shares) so allocated, on and from 
the relevant date specified in the said Schedule shall, 
as from the appointed day, vest in the Punjab Cor¬ 
poration or the Haryana Corporation or the Himachal 
Pradesh Corporation or, as (he case may be, the 
Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India : 

Provided further that the assets held in the several fundi 
specified in Schedule I on the date specified against each in 
the said Schedule shall, subject to the first proviso, be alloca¬ 
ted to :he Punjab Corporation or (he Haryana Corporation 
or the Himachal Pradesh Corporation or the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for India as specified in Schedule II; 

(b) where the objects of the charitable endowment con¬ 
cerned extend exclusively to the whole or any part 
of the State of Haryana or, as the case may he, the 
transferred territory, vest in the successor Corpora¬ 
tion concerned; 

(c) where the objects of the charitable endowments ex¬ 
tend exclusively to the whole or any part of the 
Union territory of Chandigarh, vest in the Treasurer 
of Charitable Endowments for India ; 

fd) in any other case, vest In the Punjab Corporalion. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub paragraph 
(1), the Punjab Corporation shall allow at any time any suc¬ 
cessor Corporation or the Treasurer of Charitable Endow¬ 
ments for India, or a person authorised by it in writing in 
this- behalf, to inspect any records, accounts and document# 
of the existing corporation remaining with it, other than 
those relating to charitable endowments vesting in the Punjab 
Corporation, and to take extracts or copies therefrom. 
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5. Existing schemes deemed to be settled nuitads mutandis 
by Government concerned.—All schemes settled, modified or 
substituted under secdon 5 of the Act, which were in opera¬ 
tion immediately before the appointed day, shall, as from 
that day, be deemed to be settled, modified or substituted, 
mutatis mutandis, by the Central Government or the Govern¬ 
ment of the State of Haryana, or the State of Himachal 
Pradesh or, as the case may be, the State of Punjab according 
as the property vests under this Order in the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for India, the Haryana Corporation, 
the Himachal Pradesh Corporation or the Punjab Corporation, 
as the case may be, 


6. Recovery of outstanding fees,—The right to recovery 
any fees recoverable under the Act before the appointed day 
in respect of any property vested in the existing corporation 
shall, if such fees are not recovered before that day, belong 
io the Central Government or the Government of the State 
of Haryana, the State of Himachal Pradesh or, as the case 
may be, the Government of the State of Punjab according as 
the property vests under this Order in the Treasurer of 
Charitable Endowments for India, or the Haryana Corpora¬ 
tion, the Himachal Pradesh Corporation or the Puniab Cor¬ 
poration, as the ca»e may be. 

7, Residuary provision.—The benefit or burden of any 
assets or liabilities of the existing corporation, not dealt with 
in the foregoing provisions, shall,— 


(a) where they relate to any property vested tinder this 
Order in the Treasurer of Chariable Endowments 
for India or the Haryana Corporation, pass to that 
Treasurer or the Corporation concerned, as the case 
may be; 
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(b) in any other case, continue to be with the Punjab 
Corporation : 

Provided that all items of stores and dead stock account 
of the office of the existing corporation shall be 
allocated to the Punjab Corporation. 

8. Legal proceedings ,—(1) Where immediately before the 
appointed day, the existing corporation is, or is deemed to 
be, a party to any legal proceedings in any Court or before 
any tribunal or authority with respect to any property vested 
in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India or the 
Punjab Corporation or any successor Corporation by this 
Order, the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments for India 
or .ay the case may be, the Punjab Corporation or the succes¬ 
sor Corporation concerned shall, as from that day, be deemed 
to be substituted a» a party lo those proceedings or added 
as a party thereto, as the case may require, and the proceed¬ 
ings may continue accordingly. 

(2) Where immediately before the appointed day, the exist¬ 
ing corporation is, or ly deemed to be, a party to any legal 
proceedings in respect of any property, other than those 
referred to in sub-paragraph (1), the Punjab Corporation shall, 
as from that day, b c deefned to be substituted for the existing 
corporation as a party to those proceedings or added as a 
party Ihereto, as :he case may require, and the proceedings 
mav continue accordingly. 

9. Provisions relaling to the employees of the existing cor- 
noralion.—All the Officers and staff of the existing corporation 
holding office immediately before ihc appointed day shall, 
as from that day, be deemed to hnvc been allotted to serve 
under the Punjab Corporation on the same terms and con¬ 
ditions as were applicable to them immediately before that 
day, until they arc duly varied by authority competent to 
appoint them.
